To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in 
said county of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of 
March, next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and 
others heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote in re- 
lation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriation for the same. 


4. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes upon 
the credit of the town. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count on taxes paid within a limited time, and to fix 
the amount of such discount and the date or dates when 
the same shall be allowed. 


6. To see if the town will vote to participate and 
join in the publicity, planning and advertising activi- 
ties of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Devel- 
opment Association and to appropriate the sum of 
$70.00 therefor. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $800.00 for payment of pensions to school teachers 
for the year 1947 and to make appropriation therefor.. 


8. To see if the town will vote to constitute and 
appoint a committee to study and consider the desir- 
ability of hiring one full time employee to collect the 
garbage, care for the fire apparatus and other town 
equipment, and perform such other duties as may be 
assigned to him; said committee to report its findings 
at the annual town meeting in 1948. 


9. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
United State Civil Service Commission or such other 
federal board, commission or agency as may be neces- 
sary to exempt residents of said town, now working as 
employees or servants of the United States of America, 
from the operations of the Hatch Act and any other 
statute, rule or regulation which prevents said resi- 
dents, so employed, from holding elective town offices. 


10. To see if the town will vote to request the 
services of the State Tax Commission in assisting the 
selectmen in appraising the taxable property in the 
town in order to insure equality of valuations, and to 
raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the cost thereof. 


11. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made of the 
books and accounts of the town officers, and to raise 
and appropriate such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray the costs thereof. 


12. To see if the town will vote to have the pub- 
lic highways in said town surveyed by a surveyor or en- 
gineer and their proper boundaries determined and 
marked by appropriate monuments of a permanent 
nature and to raise and appropriate the necessary sums 
to defray the costs thereof. 
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13. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 





To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith present to you my seventeenth report 
as Superintendent of your schools. The summaries 
of the past completed school year will be included as 
also the initial enrollment and the tuition lists for the 
current year.

The present year began Monday, September 9, 
1946, with an initial enrollment of thirty-five pupils, 
seventeen in the upper room and eighteen in the pri- 
mary room. This compares with thirty-seven of the 
past year. As of October 1, 1946, there are eight pu- 
pils attending grades 7 and 8 and nine pupils attend- 
ing grade 9 in the Portsmouth Junior High School. 
Nineteen are attending the Portsmouth Senior High 
School with four of these in grade 12. This total of 
36 tuition pupils is an increase of five over similar fig- 
ures last year. 


Mrs. Florence Thompson who did such commend- 
able work with us last year is again teacher of grades 
four, five and six. Mrs. Virginia Wilson, teacher in 
the lower grades resigned to accept a position in the 
Portsmouth schools. Mrs. Pearl Woodeson was em- 
ployed by the Board as teacher of the primary grades. 
Mrs. Woodeson is a graduate of Plymouth Teachers’ 
College with the highest teaching credentials. 


As an aid to opening a new avenue of interest for 
our pupils. I am suggesting the employing of an art 
teacher. The purpose of this would be to train pupils 
to observe and to enjoy the beauty in the common 
things of life. The power of observation is a funda- 
mental to education. Without this power learning be- 
comes an uninteresting and formal procedure. Such 
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a teacher would enable us more nearly to approach 
the preparation of the pupils with whom our children 
must later compete. When hired in conjunction with 
other towns the expense of such art would be very 
moderate. 


Health is one of the seven cardinal principles of 
education. Toward this objective our teachers are 
constantly working, by careful supervision in the class- 
room and by lessons in health habits. Mrs. Dorothy 
Lindsey, the school nurse, is a valued aid to us all. 
The health of each individual pupil is a special respon- 
sibility to her. She now is employed in six districts in 
this Supervisory Union. Her work is uniformly com- 
mended. 


With the decision not to construct a new school 
building, improvements have been made in the present 
school. A new heating system has made it possible to 
heat the entire building with oil, thus doing away with 
the coal stoves. Since automatic control allows twen- 
ty-four-hour heat, the installation of water toilets was 
possible. These have replaced the former “non-freeze” 
units. The addition of a teachers’ room-is also much 
appreciated. 


As new schools are being constructed more atten- 
tion is being given to playground space. It is on the 
playground that many valuable lessons are learned— 
lessons in social adjustment, cooperation with others, 
respect for authority and lessons of safety and 
thoughtfulness. It furnishes an important laboratory - 
in human relations. New Castle is handicapped in this 
service by the smallness of the grounds. Would it not 
be possible to purchase additional land in order that 
our pupils may better receive this valuable training? 


Education, as a whole, is forcing grave financial 
problems. With increased costs on every hand, sal- 
aries must rise if we are to retain our standards. Sup- 
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plies and equipment have gone up in price consider- 
ably. We are told an increase of forty percent will 
be in effect in these items next year. At the same 
time increased demands are being made upon educa- 
tion. In many cases the tax on real estate is now 
large. It seems to many people that most of the in- 
creased costs should come from a larger unit of reve- 
nue. Recommendations will go to the New Hampshire 
General Court for an increased state aid. It is also 
recommended that the state aid in the cost of educa- 
tion in the high school. If this is approved our towns 
and cities will receive assistance to offset the increase 
in costs which must be faced. New Castle will benefit 
financially from this new set up. Until such time as 
this aid may be available, there seems no alternative 
but to increase our budget. 


The scholarship of our children will continue to be 
tested by the same or similar standardized tests that 
are used in the Portsmouth schools since it is to those 
schools our pupils attend after leaving us. To some 
pupils a change is difficult. It can, however, be mini- 
mized by parallel procedures. This we are trying to 
do as much as possible without depriving our pupils 
of the admitted advantages of a small school. 


The recently organized Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion forms a group of citizens interested in the wel- 
fare of the public schools and its pupils. Its aims are 
best expressed in the Objects of the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers as determined by that body 
“To develop between educators and the general public 
such united efforts as will receive for every child the 
highest advantages in physical, mental, social and spir- 
itual education.” 

You as a board have worked continually for the 


health and comfort of our children. The improved 
services of the school must be appreciated by teachers 
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and pupils alike. I wish to add my thanks for gener- 
ous help received at your hands.
